VI. That ec of the Perſons whoſe Marriages is Inſured on, he Mat- 
ried in leſs then ſix Weeks from the Date of their Reſpective Pollicy, the 
ſaid Follicies to be void. | 


VI. That if any of che Subſcriber, or ſuch whoſe Marriage is Inſured 
on be Marricd in the Fleet, or any other Priſon, their Pollicies ſhall be 
void. | 


VIII. That the firſt Two Hundred be at liberty to Marry at ſix Weeks 
— 5 5 Date of their, Pollicy, the next 'Two Hundred eight Weeks, the 


all to continue twelve Weeks from the Date of their Pollicies. 


IX. That every Member ſhall pay or cauſe to be paid into the ſaid Office 
before the twenty fifth of Febuary next one Payment, towards the firſt Di- 
vidend, and after the twenty filth of February next to continue their Weekl 
Payment, by bringing it to the Office, one every Monday or Tueſday; or their 

Pollicy to be void. - 


X. That ſix Truſtees be Choſen on Month after the opening of the 
Books of the Society, unto whom the Propoſer will give ſufficient Security 


for the Payment of all Clajms that may be made on this Society, according - 
to thoſe Propoſals ; that the Truſtees always meet on every Monday to Ex- 


amine the Books, and order all Claims to be paid. 


KI. That the Books kept for the ſaid Society ſhall at all Reaſonable Times 
be laid before the ſaid "Truſtees, to be Examined by them, and no other Per- 


ſon be admitted to overlook the ſame ; which Books ſhall at all Times be 
Caſt up before Them. |

XIII. That the Propoſer, his Heirs, Executors, Ad miniſtrators be Director, 
and have Power to deduct five Pounds per Cent for his own uſe out of all 
Claims made on this Society, to Imploy what Perſon he ſhall ſee Convenient, 
and to diſiniſs the fame at Pleaſure, and is hereby Authorized, and allowed 
to add, alter, or amend any Articles that all not add to the Charge of the 
Subſcribers, by and with the Conſent of the Majority of rhe Truſtees for 
the Time being. | 


Propofals for a Second and Third Society on Marriage. 


T HAT Two Thouſand Perſons be admitted on the fame Regulations with 
1 the former, in which every Ferſon Subſcribing pay tive Shillings tor Pol- 
licies and Stamps, and five Shillings a Week will be IntituPd to a Devidend of 
five Hundred Pound, when full. The third for payment two Shillings, for 
Pollicies aud Stamps, and two Shillings a Week, will be IntituPd to a De- 
vidend of Two Hundred and Fifty Pound when full, or in Proportion to the 
Number of Perfons Subſcribed. >
